Brownlow got about 72,000 votes at the election 


last August, and not less than 46,000 of these were 
negroes. He got about 26,000 white votes out of 
150,000 in the State; and thus represents only one- 
sixth of his own race and color. He holds office 


in the country, and can befriend bim ia his need; 
and it is our duty frankiy to tell him that if he 
insists upon co-operating with our enemies in de- 
priving us of our political rights, we will use every 
means in our power to deprive him of all employ- 
ment and all means of living among us, es he can 
then but be en as our enemy. In these 
views Colonel allace and myself agreed; and, 
believing that a great change will come over the 
negro, at least in his indifference about voting, I 
am for using that as one of the means with w 
to get control of the State in a short time, 
eag in another view of this question, and 
that is, that, just now, important elections are 
ndingin some of the Northern and Eastern 
States, and any movement towards a State Con- 
vention, 2 legitimate, would be construed 
into a revolution against the Federal as well as 
the State Government, and might thus dama 
our friendsin the North, whose aid in the Presi- 
dential contest is our only hope for a redress of 
national grieyances, In this contest between 
Radicalism anda white man’s government we can 
quote Governor Brownlow on our side. In his mes- 
sage tothe Legislature in October, 1865, he said “The 
closing of the war and the disbanding of the rebel 
armies returns thousands of men to civil life, and 
distributes,them among the various counties of the 
State. Are they to be made good citizens, or dis- 
contented subjects? Are the wounds of war never to 
be healed? Again. Mechanics, artisans and till 
ers of the soil, and others, from the overcrowded 
States and tewns of the North, and from Europe, 
will pour ina continuous stream, if we adopt a 
course of legislation that shall encourage them, 
and afford them remunerative occupation. In 
connection with the subject of imigration, I beg 
leave to say that it is a fai more safe aud rationa 
rocess of regenerating the South than any sudden 
and compulsory commission of the blacks to the 
ballot-box. It involves no controverted question 
of State rights. It occasions no necessity for arbi- 
trary military rule, It does not exasperate our 
native born citizens, and make them life-long 
enemies of the Government. 
Again, A long and intimate acquaintance with 
affairs in the uth has convinced me that the 
white and colored people cannot live together, 
litically and socially, as equals.” These are 
Riso and generous sentiments, and had the legis- 
milion of the State been guided by them, there 
would have been but little discontent among our 
— Unfortunately, however, that legislation 
as been so baneful to every interest, so little cal- 
culated to “heal the wounds of war, or to make 
„good citizens” of returned soldiers,” and so we 
calculated to make them “discontented subjects 
and lifelong enemies of the Government,” that it 
is estimated more whiites left the State than en 
tered it in 1867; and though the Radical Legisla- 
ture has again and again invited all races but the 
N to seek our borders, negroes have been the 
only accessions to our population; though 
‘they have come to vote, and not to 
Work. Capital, always timid, has fied the 
State, and the trust and confidence which 
opened the year * * have been annibilated by the 
wicked, fanatical, blighting legislation of the past 
two years. What decent man with a family or 
with eapital, will come to this State where ali the 
interests Of our best citizens are subordinated to 
the domination of an ignorant race, led by de- 
signing knaves, seeking only office and plunder? 

Let us use them 
as arguments that will re all good men, white 
and black. We can wage this war against Radi- 
calism and in behalf of a white man’s Govern- 
ment, without resoriing tothe “ indefeasible“ 
right of calling a convention of the . A 
united, earnest effort by Democratic clubs in every 
civil district in every county, all working together 
will win success aud liberty once more, bey 
any doubt.

The Supreme Court to-day, in the MocCardle 
ease, overruled the motion to dismiss the appeal 
for want of jurisdiction, The Chief Justice, in his 


delivery of the opinion, held thet, under the act of 


February 5, 1867, an appeal lies from the judgment 
of a Circuit Court, ia an original case of habeas 
corpus, to the Supreme Court of the United States. 
The other point made in the argument was that 
McCardle was in military custody, charged with a 
military offense, and that the jurisdiction con- 
ferred by the act of February 5, 1867, being addi- 
tional, therefore, the Circuit Court of Mississippi 
had no jurisdiction in the case of McCardle, under 
the act of 1868. The Court expressed no opinion, 
but held that they were questions going to show 
the jurisdiction of the Circuit Courts, whieh would 
come upon these minutes, and the argument 
would be heard on the first Monday in March 
next.
